aggregate amount to $1,000 they shall be entitled 
to be elected Fellows for Life, and to become 
members of the Corporation.

ADMISSION 

The Museum is open daily from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. (Sunday from 1 p.m. to 6 p.m.); Saturday 
until 6 p.m. 

On Monday and Friday an admission fee of 
25 cents is charged to all except members and 
holders of complimentary tickets. 

Children under seven years of age are not 
admitted unless accompanied by an adult. 

Members are admitted on pay days on pres- 
entation of their tickets. Persons holding 
members' complimentary tickets are entitled to 
one admittance on a pay day. 

EXPERT GUIDANCE 
Visitors desiring special direction or assistance 
in studying the collections of the Museum may 
secure the services of members of the staff on 
application to the Secretary. An appointment 
should preferably be made in advance. 

This service is free to members and to teachers 
in the public schools of New York City, as well 
as to pupils under their guidance. To all others 
a charge of one dollar an hour is made with 
an additional fee of twenty-five cents for each 
person in a group exceeding four in number. 

PRIVILEGES TO STUDENTS 
For special privileges extended to teachers, 
pupils, and art students; and for use of the Li- 
brary, classrooms, study rooms, collection of lan- 
tern slides, and Museum collections, see special 
leaflet. 

Requests for permits to copy and to photo- 
graph in the Museum should be addressed to 
the Secretary. No permits are necessary for 
sketching and for taking snapshots with hand 
cameras. Permits are issued for all days except 
Saturday afternoons, Sundays, and legal holi- 
days.

Catalogues published by the Museum and 
Photographs of all objects belonging to the 
Museum, are on sale at the Fifth Avenue en- 
trance and at the head of the main staircase.
